The provisions of this arti- 
cle for notice of official vacancy are merely 
directory, and the — oe power or 
officer whose duty it is to take st to 
supply vacancy need not wait for such no- 
tices, but may act upon information de- 
riv from other sources.“ Section 818. 
„Vacancies in the following offices are 
filled by election or appointment of the 
County Jourt: Sheriffs, Trustees, Regis- 
ters. 

Now if, as you assert, the County Court 
ean sppains to fill the unexpired term, 
why the need of an election to fill a va- 
ecancy? It seems clearly the intention of 
the Constitution and the statate that the 
people should have the power 60 fill a va- 
ecancy in the more important offices, and 
so provided them the first opportunity to 
do so that.conld be had without a special 
election.
